W A SH IN G T O N - C om bat has been 
reported in Boston’s Com bat Zone. Two 
m em bers of the H arvard football team 
were assaulted - one nearly stabbed to 
death - late one night last m onth during 
a visit to the city 's "adult entertainm ent 
d istrict” as it is called in the zoning law 
Two y ears ago Boston created the dis 
trict as a place to segregate its X -rated 
movies, porno book stores and striptease 
bars. W hether or not they intended to, 
the officials who put the plan through 
took a step back in tim e to the era of the 
quasi-officially sanctioned vice districts. 
They were usually called Barbary Coasts 
or Tenderloins. The Block in Baltim ore 
and the French Q uarter in New O rleans 
are rem nants of those tim es. 
Presum ably 
Boston's 
adm inistrators 
had n’t anticipated prostitution and such 
when they gave the city ’s vice area official 
recognition T hat was m ildly fatuous of 
them . It is im possible to conceive of an 
area specializing in X -rated movies and 
B-girl 
taverns not crowding up w ith 
pim ps and hook ers. Now there are reports 
of m any m uggings including a num ber 
com m itted by "robber baron fem ales,’ a 
group of ladies who are obviously des­ 
tined, w hether they k now it or not, to 
some ex tensive in-depth probing by tele­ 
vision news. The race is on to see who gets 
to them first, G eraldo Rivera or M ik e 
W allace. 
These goings-on have encouraged some 
other cities to em ulate D etroit, which 
uses zoning in a way ex actly opposite to 
Boston. The D etroit ordinance scatters 
sex businesses by prohibiting their con­ 
centration. Does that work any b etter9 
The difficulty is that while every com ­ 
m unity in the country faces the problem , 
there’s not too m uch agreem ent as to 
what the problem is. Is it to m ak e sure 
tha t com m ercial sex isn’t readily avail­ 
able through photography or on the hoof? 
Is it to m anage such m atters in a tasteful, 
unobtrusive fashion? Is it to protect the 
m orals oi children, the First Am endm ent 
rights of go-go girls to ex press them selves 
by sy m bolic speech, or downtown real 
estate values9 All of these and others 
besides have been advanced as the basis 
for doing any of the various thngs govern­ 
m ent jurisdictions do about the problem , 
w hatever it m ay be. 
Although the Boston approach m ay be 
the best way to handle it, it has the least 
chance of general acceptance. By segre­ 
gating these activities into a com m ercial 
sex district, y ou can k eep this stuff out of 
m uch of the rest of the city and therefore 
away from the pry ing ey es of toddlers, 
pre-school sex fiends and other underage 
innocents. You probably help downtown 
real estate values and tax revenues since 
the sex business tends to locate in run­ 
down com m ercial areas that other forms 
of com m erce no longer will pay good 
money for. 
Prostitution, pick pock eting, mugging, 
jack -rolling are inevitable in the Boston- 
tvpe sex district. But is there any less of 
it when y ou follow the D etroit model? T he 
m otor city , with its outrageous crim e 
figures, m ak es that proposition ex ceed - 
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Zo ning fo r Sinners 


ingly dubious. T here's no reason to think 
that either arrangem ent is superior to the 
other as a crim e prevention device. 
The Boston vice district can still help 
to m ak e a city safer for m any of its 
residents. T hat k ind of area will attract 
and hold y our street crim e nasties be­ 
cause they k now tha t's an area where 
they ’ll find victim s with fat w allets and 
their guard down. Drink s and pretty girls 
aren't conducive to m ak ing a m an wary . 
Hence areas lik e the Com bat Zone alway s 
develop reputations as dangerous places. 
People who don’t care to risk mugging will 
stay away . It’s a trade 
You give the 
crook s a lawless section and they Stay out 
of the rest of town 
A nother thing happens when y ou have 
an area lik e the Com bat Zone, where a 
stable population of thugs, pugs and 
uglies concentrate. They organize them ­ 
selves, and once they ’re organized they ’re 
m uch easier to control. The catch is that 
y ou can't control them w ith an honest 
police force. An honest police departm ent 
is dedicated to the proposition that no 
crim e can be countenanced, but a vice 
district operates on the prem ise that in 
return for illegal pay m ents to the police, 
crim e will be licensed and regulated. 
T ha t’s how the T enderlpins of the past 
were conducted and the sy stem appears 
to have work ed reasonably well, l rime 
was contained, the organized crim inal 
network delivered 
the perpetrators oi 
especially outrageous crim es over to the 
law, and the victim s were pretty much 
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My old m an was alway s in hock . It was 
a way of life. He invented the tim e- 
pay m ent plan. U ntil I was 21, I d id n’t 
k now that people laid out cash for any 
thing ex cept bus fares, crap gam es and 
church services. 
All the rest went into a book . We had 
a tired insurance m an who k nock ed on 
the door once a week for a prem ium . Big 
John said it was a gam e. He was betting 
we’d all die; the insurance com pany was 
betting w e’d live. 
He w asn't asham ed of all the pay m ents 
he had to m ak e. T he whole neighborhood 
was in hock . Cash was a com m odity used 
by the rich to show that they were 
different. 
We 
never k new any one of 
w ealth. We read about them . 
Every body in our world lived in railroad 
flats. We clim bed three flights of stairs - 
" I t ’s good for y our leg m uscles” and 
entered by way of a dining room. There 
was a k itchen, a bathroom for five, two 
bedroom s and som ething called a "front 
room .” 
T hat thing had sliding doors and was 
closed all w inter. We had a play er piano 
in there which we owned outright in four 
y ears. I had a suit w ith two pairs of 
trousers which was m ine in six m onths. 
M y m other had a Singer sewing m achine 
which she work ed off by sewing rosettes 
on ladies garters at a penny apiece. 
M r. G oldm an owned the grocery store. 
He wrote every item in a little book . He 
wet the pencil w ith his lips. W hen the bill 
reached a certain altitud e, he said, “ D unt 
vurry .” M y father fretted because Gold-

m an was his pinochle partner. 
M r. Apple was the butcher. He dealt 
solely in cash, but he set up deferred 
pay m ents for Big John because he was a 
lieutenant of police. Those people could 
find health violations in a church. 
Apple sawed the chops and ground the 
beef and gave me a free frank furter as he 
jotted 
dollar 
signs 
on 
the 
pack age. 
Around the corner was M ichael Heir. He 
owned a clothing store. Well, he owned it 
less the suits he sold to the Bishops. My 
old m an, my brother John and I k ept Heir 
close to the fence. 
Big 
John 
was 
addicted 
to 
single 
breasted, navy -blue suits, high stiff col 
lars and florid ties. He was a big m an with 
a big chest and gleam ing black shoes. 
W hen he passed M ichael H eir’s store, he 
wink ed and said, "M ik e, see y ou on 
pay day ." 
Pay day was twice a m onth. It was get- 
even tim e. Dad never allowed him self to 
get bey ond his depth in debt. He fancied 
him self a m athem atician although he was 
lousy at arithm etical puzzles. Twice a 
m onth, every body was paid. 
Nor did it leave him brok e. He alway s 
had enough left for contingencies and $2 
a week to my m other for pin money . 
T here was a bank in Jersey C ity where he 
was k nown only in the loan departm ent. 
In June each y ear he borrowed $300 for 
our annual vacation. 
W aterw itch was hardly a cruise from 
where we lived, but we loved it. We k ids 
were barefoot for two week s T he wav he 


ran the operation, we were luck y to have 
shoes the rest of the y ear. 
He retired from the police departm ent 
in 19 13 and lived until 19 69 . He hit the 
pension sy stem harder than any body ex ­ 
cept grandpa, who retired in 19 13 and 
lived until 19 55. 
Big John work ed hard and had good 
careers. He was w hite-haired, bustling 
and hustling for a buck . He dealt only in 
cash, and it unnerved him a little. On 
pay day he put a rubber band around the 
roll and tossed it into a bureau drawer.

W hen he was 81, he cam e to live with 
Kelly and me because he was alone.

people who k new the risk s of going into 
the district and ask ed for what they got. 
Since no com m unity can ack nowledge 
to itself it is running a crook ed police 
departm ent, in the old day s there would 
be periodic scandals. Then there would be 
the shak eup,” in which cops would b* 
transferred, punished and occasionally 
put in jail. 
We m oderns are less able to play wink y 
at that sort of corruption, no m atter how 
socially useful it m ay be. We insist that 
all corruption be in absolute secret, that 
we be given no hint that it’s tak ing place 
and that there be no leniency in enforce­ 
m ent.

found in Chilean ex ile leader Orlando 
Ivetelier’s attache’ case after his as­ 
sassination show he had been collecting 
a m y sterious $1.000 a m onth through a 
"H avana connection.” 
f 
The papers also reveal that I^ te lie r’s 
office had been in close contact, perhaps 
innocentlv. with a top C uban intelligence 
agent nam ed Julian Torres Rizo. 
The 
respected 
letelier. 
a 
former 
Chilean foreign m inister, was blown to 
oblivion on Septem ber 21 as he was 
driving down W ashington’s tranquil, tree- 
shaded 
Em bassy 
Row. 
Accom pany ing 
him 
in his blue Chevrolet were two 
passengers, Mik e Moffit and his wife, 
Ronni. The bomb blast also k illed Ronni, 
but Mik e miraculously survived. 
He telephoned us afterw ard in anguish 
and pleaded with us to investigate the 
assassination. Our prelim inary findings 
indicated that Chile's dread secret police, 
k nown as DINA, probably had been be­ 
hind the bombing. Now our investigation 
has turned up some unex pected develop­ 
m ents. 
T he blast that k illed l-etelier, we have 
learned, revealed that he had been lead­ 
ing a strange double life. The evidence 
was lock ed in a Sam sonite attache case, 
which investigators salvaged from the 
wreck age. 
The briefcase was returned to the 
m urdered m an's fam ily . But first, in­ 
telligence agents copied the contents for 
possible clues that m ight lead to the 
assassins. 
They found some unex pected clues that 
were even more fascinating The briefcase 
contained 
papers 
so 
sensitive 
that 
letelier probably carried them to prevent 
their theft by CIA housebreak ere. We 
have now seen some of these hush-hush 
papers. 
They show that le telier received $1,000 
a m onth through a "H avena connection." 
His contact was none other than Beatrice 
"T ati 
Allende, daughter of Salvador 
Allende, the Chilean president who was 
slain in 19 73 by a m ilitary junta T ati now 
lives in H avana with her husband, who is 
a C uban official. 
In a May 8, 19 75, letter to Letelier, she 
notified him that he will receive $5,000 as 
an advance pay m ent “ para apoy er tu 
trabajo” - - "to support y our work .” T his 
was to be followed by the m onthly $1,000 
pay m ents. The money would come, she 
said, from the Chilean Socialist party in 
ex ile. The disbursem ent had been a p­ 
proved, she ex plained, by the party ’s 
leader, Darios A ltam ierano, who is re­ 
ported to be living in ex ile in East Berlin. 


The Chilean Socialist Party has offices 
in East Berlin, H avana and Rome. In­ 
telligence sources contend tha t money 
couldn't 
have 
been 
transm itted 
to 
Letelier without the Cuban governm ent's 
approval. 
A nother letter in l^ te lie r’s briefcase 
was w ritten on Sept. 14, 19 76, by one of 
his y oung colleagues. It tells of a m eeting 
in Havana with Em ilio Brito, a C om ­ 
m unist C entral C om m ittee functionary . 
According to our intelligence sources, 
Brito is affiliated with the Cuban plan­ 
ning group that directs the subversion of 
Puerto Rico and the U nited S tates. 
The letter thank s Brito for some schol­ 
arly m aterial “received from the hands of 
Julian Rizo. 
The writer prom ises to send 
other academ ic 
inform ation 
to Brito 
thrrough 
"la 
M ision,” 
m eaning 
the 
C uban mission at the U nited N ations. 
Officially , Rizo was listed as the first 
secretary of the C uban m ission. But as 
early as M arch 1, 19 76, we identified him 
as a spy in diplom atic disguise. "H is 
mission at 
the 
United 
N ations,” we 
wrote, “ is to develop contacts w ith rad i­ 
cals in this country .” 
We have om itted the nam e of Letelier s 
y oung colleague, because he has received 
an assassination threat. But we ques­ 
tioned him for an hour. The y oung m an 
contended persuasively that he was to ta l­ 
ly unaw are of the intelligence roles of 
Brito and Rizo. 
Letelier, at the tim e of his death, was 
affiliated with the Institute for Policy 
Studies. I he Institute’s director, M arcus 
Rask in, said he had no k nowledge of 
L etelier’s secret pay m ents. “ W hat he did 
for his Chilean concerns was totally o ut­ 
side his Institute work ,” Rask in told us. 
"As a fellow at the Institute he was a total 
success who perform ed with brilliance 
and sk ill.” 


I a te lie r’s widow, Isabel, told us she was 
aware of pay m ents, but speculated that 
they m ust have com e from the ex iled 
political parly , not from the C uban gov­ 
ernm ent. 


We reached T ati Allende in H avana by 
telephone, but she declined to reveal the 
source of the pay m ents. Her letter to 
Letelier, she said, was “ personal,” and 
she couldn’t understand why it would be 
m ade public “ unless it was to hurt” 
L etelier’s cause. 
Despite our efforts to persuade her to 
clear up the m y stery , she finally said: "I 
can’t com m ent." 


Footnote: Letelier had planned to visit 
Cuba on S eptem ber 21. In the attache 
case was also a letter he had w ritten to 
his old friend, C uban Foreign M inister 
Raul Roa, introducing a D utch sy m pa­ 
thizer.

peacekeeping force today oc­ 
cupied the offices of seven 
Lebanese newspapers, leaving 
only rightist and pro-Syrian 
news organizations untouched. 
Correspondents of United 
Uress International and News­ 
week magazine, whose offices 
were also closed Sunday night, 
were allowed to return to work 
I he troops took over the 
independent daily An Nahar, 
the French-language I'Orient- 
le Jour and the Communist 
Party daily An Nida. 
Foreign journalists were told 
they could enter their offices in 


the press cooperative building 
bousing An N ahar and 
I Orient le Jour "as long as you 
have nothing to do with An 
Nahar ” 


An Nahar is Lebanon's larg­ 
est newspaper and, along with 
Kgypt s Al Ahram, is among 
the leading newspapers of the 
Arab world. 
I here was some confusion at 
the door when the foreign jour­ 
nalists attempted to enter the 
press cooperative building.

For the first time in its 
lOlyear history, the NRA has 
begun actively recruiting 
female members for its battle 
against gun control. 
Martel 
Lovelace, 
who is 
directing the new "Women in 
NRA,” or "W IN RA ," drive, 
said she’s uncertain how the 
organization will change if 
females become a significant 
part of its membership 
"Basically, 
I 
think 
most 
women are on the fence" about 
the gun possession issue, she 
said in an interview 
"They couldn’t care one way 
or the other,” she said. The 
NRA hopes to draw only a few 
of its female members from 
among the ranks of those who 
actually shoot or hunt. 
"Women do seem to have an 
intrinsic fear of firearms.” Ms 
Lovelace conceded. But "if 
you touch (a gun), and fire it, 
you realize it can be turned 
into a recreational tool like a 
golf club or a tennis racket. 
You can kill someone with a 
golf club, you know.” 
She said one thing is clear: 
the composition of the NRA s 
75-member Board of Directors, 
which now includes two worn 
en, is likely to change. 
And she said an increase in 
women members might actual 
ly make the association more 
militant in its fight for "the 
right to keep and bear arms ” 


"Some women are much 
more rabid in their views and 
expressing them,” she said. 
"When a woman firmly be­ 
lieves in something, she goes 
out and fights for it.” 
The W IN R A program, 
launched in November, seeks 
to attract women interested in 
self-protection and many arpas 
of outdoor activity such as 
game cooking, backpacking, 
nature crafts, as well as shoot­ 
ing, she said. 
Southern Californian Karen 
Green, 
for instance, writes 
cookbooks on wild game and 
fish recipes and joined the 
WINRA program to broaden 
her knowledge of the outdoors. 
Currently about half the rifle 
shooting 
target 
competitors 
are female, said Steve Hines, 
an NRA spokesman. He said 
fewer women compete with 
small arms 
"Women are much better 
built for rifle shooting than 
men because they have the 
width in the hips and the 
strength up here.’’ Ms. Love­ 
lace explained, pointing to her 
upper torso.

M arg aret 
Murdock of Topeka, Kan ., was 
the first woman to win a place 
on the U.S. Olympic shooting 
team and won a silver medal in 
the last Olympics.

Ramirez almost single-handedly defeated the Americans at 
Palm Springs in 1975 when he figured in all three winning

This year, however. Tanner pulled a surprising c 5, 6-4, 6- 
4 upset over the Mexican star. Then. Stan Smith and Bob Lutz 
easily defeated Ramirez and Emilio Montano in doubles, b- 
2. 6-3, 6-4. Those two matches, plus a 6-4. 6-4, 6-4 victory’ by- 
Ashe over Chavez, gave the Americans the three points 
necessary to win the Davis Cup tie. even before the final day 
of the contest.

nouncement had anything to 
do 
with 
it," 
he 
said 
of 
Marquette’s first loss in five 
games. “ If anything, it would 
be an asset rather than a lia­ 
bility." 
Louisville's 
Ricky 
Gallon 
sank four free throws in over­ 
time as the Cardinals boosted 
their record to 4-2 and handed 
Marquette its first loss at 
home since 1974. Marquette’s 
Butch 
Lee, 
who scored 
a 


career-high 30 points, missed a 
foul shot with no time remain­ 
ing in regulation that would 
have given the Warriors a 68-

The Paris meetings will be 
the first assessment of the im­ 
p act of the oil p rice hikes since 
their ap p roval by OPEC last 
Friday at Doha, Qatar. 
Financial sources in Paris 
said it would take several 
day s, and p oasibly weeks, to 
comp ute the real effect of the 
two-tier rise on Western infla­ 
tion rates. 
The other major item on the 
monetary ex p erts’ agenda was 
Britain’s continued financial 
difficulties and the Interna­ 
tional Monetary Funds’s de­ 
cision to bail the country out 
with a $3.9 billion loan. 
Although the IMF has ap ­ 
p roved the loan in p rincip le, it 
is short of cash and has turned 
to Britain’s main Western al­ 
lies to help raise the money .

A mugging victim in M il­ 
waukee, for example, lost $75 
to the thief But if the victim 
cooperated with police by tes­ 
tifying in court, he probably 
lost another $49 in time lost 
from work 
A witness in the 
same case stood to lose about 
$36 for 
his cooperation in 
court, the study said.

addition, 
victims 
are 
afraid of reprisals from the 
defendant. They often ask the 
prosecution to drop a case 
before it comes to trial to avoid 
direct retaliation from the ac­ 
cused or his friends.

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Public Defender Combo Proposed 
Legal Aid 
Plan Aired

KINGSTON— A combined public 


defender-assigned counsel system 
has 


been proposed by a committee of the 
County Bar Association as an alternative 
to the present costly program of legal aid 
for indigents. 


The Criminal Law Committee of the 


Ulster Association suggested the plan as 
a way to stop the drain of county funds 
lor legal services to indigents while conti- 
nuing to assure quality representation. 


According to New Paltz attorney Karen 


Peters, the proposal calls for a iull-time 
public defender, with one part-time assis- 
tant who would be responsible for repre- 
sentation of all indigent defendants in 
Ulster County and Kingston City Court. 
Ms. Peters is chairman of the assigned 
counsel public defender subcommittee of 
the Criminal Law Committee 


A two-fold approach is suggested in 


which the Bar Association would ask all 
town justices to assign attorneys who 
would not need mileage reimbursements 
for appearances in their court If court is 
held at night, an attorney residing in or 
near the town would be assigned If court 
is held during the day, an attorney who 
maintains an office in or near the town 
would be assigned. 


Ms Peters said the committee believes 


that the large amount of money spent on 
reimbursements for travel to and from 
justice court "must be reduced." 


The committee also believes Bar As- 


sociation members "must aid the town 
justices in implementing the program by 
agreeing to accept assignments " 


The committee, commissioned in 1975 


to investigate the feasibility of a public 
defender system in Ulster County to 
replace the assigned 
counsel system, 


would like to see the public defender 
asbume the responsibility for determining 
the eligibility of each and every individ- 
ual who requests an attorney at county 


expense. 


"We believe that this centralized 


screening system will both aid in weeding 
out those individuals who are taking 
advantage of the assigned counsel system 
and save the county the considerable 
amount of money it pays reimbursing 
assigned counsel for time spent interview- 
ing the accused for eligibility and prepar- 
ing the accused's affidavit of indigency," 
Ms Peters said."Further, we will finally 
achieve a truly uniform application of 
standards for eligibility " 


The committee studied data from six 


counties in the upstate area which em- 
ploy one of the two systems to meet the 
needs of indigent criminal defendants. Its 
research showed that Ulster fares better 
financially 
than 
does 
its neighbor, 


Dutchess County, which has a public 
defender system. 


But, Ms. Peters explained, the Ulster 


County Legislature is well aware that the 
assigned counsel budget has skyrocketed 
in the last three years. The budget, of 
course, reflects the 
increase 
in the 


number of criminal cases handled by 
assigned counsel and not an increase in 
the income to the attorneys, she said. 


Ulster, with a population of 141.300 


spends $100,000 from its assigned counsel 
plan. Dutchess, with a 240,000 popu- 
lation, has a budget of $248,900 for its 
public defender system 


Attorneys here are still reimbursed at 


the rate of $10 an hour for out-of-court, 
time and $15 an hour for time spent in 
court, Ms. Peters said. She noted that the 
assigned counsel here handled more than 
500 cases between July 1974 and June 
1975, for which the vouchers, were filed, 
and a large number of cases for which no 
vouchers were filed. 


A proposed budget of $100,000 for a 


combination 
public defender assigned 


counsel program, devised by the commit- 
tee, provides $22,000 for one full time

PARIS(UPI) — The world's in- 


dustria'ized countries signed a history- 
making agreement today to pool solar 
energy knowledge in order/io lessen their 
need for oil. 
/ 


Following the-decision of oilexporting 


nations to raise the price of oil again, 
most member countries of the Interna- 
tional Energy Agency reached an accord 
to coordinate research on how to heat and 
cool buildings with the sun's energy. 


The signing marked the first time a 


group of nations has lent prestige and 
priority to solar energy with such an 
accord. 


Milton Klein of the United States, head 


of the agency's research and development 
section, said, "This is the first in- 
tergovernmental agreement m history on 
solar energy." 


"Today solar energy is not economic on 


any widespread basis, except for heating 
water," he said "But heating and cooling 
houses with solar energy is approaching 
being economical in some regions and 
that is what we will concentrate on." 


He said IEA headquarters in Paris will 


collect and evaluate information from 
member countries on designs for solar 
houses and methods for measuring the 
sun's radiation. 


The nations will pool their research on 


the questions still plaguing solar houses: 
What is the best way to store heat for a 
cloud\ day? Or cool a house on a hot day? 
Which material and color makes the most 
efficient sun-collector and should the 
collecting panels be on the roof or side of 
the house? 


Agency specialists will determine how 


the countries can improve their model 
houses. They also wiU write a handbook 
on techniques of measuring sunlight as 
few weather stations in the world now 
measure "insolation," or energy coming 
from the sun. 


The agreement will tie together and 


prevent duplication of S175 million in 
solar energy programs planned for 1977 in 
the participating countries, Klein said. 


The participants also contributed S3 


million for the new IEA program 


Those signing were Austria, Belgium," 


Denmark, West Oermany, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, Spain, 
Switzerland, Sweden, the United King- 
dom and the United States.

, The times Carter stayed 
with Howard Samuels in New 
York, he always arrived on 
time. "I remember ... he 


makes his bed every morning 
when he gets up," Samuels 
said. "Mrs. Samuels suggested 
I take some leadership from 
Mr. Carter but I told her that 
that was not part of the deal." 


Henry Howell had Carter to 


his house in Norfolk, Va., in 
August, 1975. He told a caller 
Sunday, "I slept in Jimmy 
Carter's bed last night." 


Carter told reporters the 


White House doors would be 
opened to all of those who 
opened their homes to the 
Carter family.

Davies was also an unlucky 


gambler and in 1820 had to 
leave England quickly to es- 
cape his gambling creditors. 
He stuffed his papers into the 
leather chest and deposited it 
with his bankers, Morland, 
Ransom and Co., one of 20 


private banks that at the end 
of the 
19th 
century were 


merged into the present 
Barclays Bank. 


Barclays discovered the 


chest while renovating its Pall 
Mall offices and searching a 
private deposit vault contain- 
ing old deed boxes and papers 
deposited more than a century 
ago. 


Christopher Norman-Butler, 


a Barclays director, believed 
the vault might contain items 
of historical interest and asked 
the bank's archivist to open 
cases. 


The papers in Davies' chest, 


once identified, were turned 
over to the British Museum. 


Davies died a bachelor and 


did not leave a will. A Barclays 
official said that under the 
laws in force at the time of 
Davies' 
death, 
the

should be shared among his 
descendants. 


Until the descendants are 


traced and a final decision 
about disposition is made, the 
British Museum will hold the 
papers and put them on public 
view early next year.

Not More Cases; Better Reporting 


Sharp Paralysis Rise Expected 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Feder- 


al health officials expect a 
sharp increase this week in 
reported paraylsis cases be- 
cause of the investigation and 
publicity surrounding a pos- 
sible link between Guillian- 
Barre syndrome and the swine 
flu program. 


Dr. J. Donald Millar, coordi- 


nator of the Center for Disease 
Control's swine flu immuniza- 
tion task force, Sunday said 
the center's 50-state na- 
tionwide surveillance network 


was progressing as planned. 


CDC staffers met Saturday 


on the 
investigation of 


GuillianBarre, a rare form of 
paralysis, in a "touch-base 
meeting to be sure that things 
are 
going 
the 
way 
they 


should," Millar said. 


"We asked states to go out 


and report to us all cases of 
Guillian-Barre," he said. "It's 
going to take a few days for all 
those reports to get in." 


The last official count 


showed 107 cases of the dis- 


ease, six of them fatal, had 
been reported to the.CDC. 
. 
Millar said-the figures were 


''not very meaningful" yet be- 
cause the CDC would have to 
check into each case to "find 
out what these people are re- 
porting. 


"We expect at this point 


that anybody with a tingling in 
a toe or a headache will report 
that they have Guillian- 
Barre," he said. 


"I'm 
sure that there are 


more cases than that because 


they're being reported and 
coming in and 
being as- 


similated all the time." 


State health officials are for- 


warding the CDC their find- 
ings of all paralysis cases since 
Oct. 
15. 


The $135 million nationwide 


swine flu immunization pro- 
gram was halted temporarily 
last week to allow an investiga- 
tion of possible links between 
Guillian-Barre and the new 
vacci.nne. Officials are 
doubtful the program will re- 
sume unless there is a major 
outbreak of swine flu.

WHITA Still Has

into the cause of the blast. 


Four Italian seamen were 


killed and four others were still 
missing along with a security 
guard working on a nearby pier 
when the 810-foot tanker San- 
sinena, registered in Liberia, 
exploded in the busy harbor. 


The ship was broken in two 


by the blast, which also caused 
an -estimated $5 million dam- 
age in the surrounding harbor 
area. 


Rear Adm. Robert Price, 


commander of the llth Coast 
Guard District, said the ex- 
plosion probably had "some- 
thing to do" with refueling 
operations begun after the 
tanker unloaded 500,000 bar- 
rels of Indonesian crude oil to 
the Union Oil Co. 


Price 
announced Sunday 


that a formal Marine Board of 
Investigation will convene 
Tuesday 
to interview wit- 


nesses, evaluate evidence and 
try to establish a cause of the 
accident.

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WASHINGTON - Combat has been 


reported in Boston's Combat Zone. Two 
members of the Harvard football team 
were assaulted - one nearly stabbed to 
death - late one night last month during 
a visit to the city's "adult entertainment 
district" as it is called in the zoning law. 


Two years ago Boston created the dis- 


trict as a place to segregate its X-rated 
movies, porno bookstores and striptease 
bars. Whether or not they intended to, 
the officials who put the plan through 
took a step back in time to the era of the 
quasi-officially sanctioned vice districts. 
They were usually called Barbary Coasts 
or Tenderloins. The Block in Baltimore 
and the French Quarter in New Orleans 
are remnants of those times. 


Presumably Boston's 
administrators 


hadn't anticipated prostitution and such 
when they gave the city's vice area official 
recognition. That was mildly fatuous of 
them. It is impossible to conceive of an 
area specializing in X-rated movies and 
B-girl taverns not crowding up with 
pimps and hookers. Now there are reports 
of many muggings including a number 
committed by "robber baron females," a 
group of ladies who are obviously des- 
tined, whether they know it or not, to 
some extensive in-depth probing by tele- 
vision news. The race is on to see who gets 
to them first, Geraldo Rivera or Mike 
Wallace. 


These goings-on have encouraged some 


other cities to emulate Detroit, which 
uses zoning in a way exactly opposite to 
Boston. The Detroit ordinance scatters 
sex businesses by prohibiting their con- 
centration. Does that work any better9 


The difficulty is that while every com- 


munity in the country faces the problem, 
there's not too much agreement as to 
what the problem is. Is it to make sure 
that commercial sex isn't readily avail- 
able through photography or on the hoof? 
Is it to manage such matters in a tasteful, 
unobtrusive fashion? Is it to protect the 
morals of children, the First Amendment 
rights of go-go girls to express themselves 
by symbolic speech, or downtown real 
estate values? All of these and others 
besides have been advanced as the basis 
for doing any of the various thngs govern- 
ment jurisdictions do about the problem, 
whatever it may be. 


Although the Boston approach may be 


the best way to handle it, it has the least 
chance of general acceptance. By segre- 
gating these activities into a commercial 
sex district, you can keep this stuff out of 
much of the rest of the city and therefore 
away from the prying eyes of toddlers, 
pre-school sex fiends and other underage 
innocents. You probably help downtown 
real estate values and tax revenues since 
the sex business tends to locate in run- 
down commercial areas that other forms 
of commerce no longer will pay good 
money for. 


Prostitution, pickpocketing, mugging, 


jack-rolling are inevitable in the Boston- 
type sex district. But is there any less of 
it when you follow the Detroit model? The 
motor city, with its outrageous crime 
figures, makes that proposition exceed- 


ingly dubious. There's no reason to think 
that either arrangement is superior to the 
other as a crime prevention device. 


The Boston vice district can still help 


to make a city safer for many of its 
residents. That kind of area will attract 
and hold your street crime nasties be- 
cause they know that's an area where 
they'll find victims with fat wallets and 
their guard down. Drinks and pretty girls 
aren't conducive to making a man wary. 
Hence areas like the Combat Zone always 
develop reputations as dangerous places. 
People who don't care to risk mugging will 
stay away. It's a trade: You give the 
crooks a lawless section and they Stay out 
of the rest of town. 


Another thing happens when you have 


an area like the Combat Zone, where a 
stable population of thugs, pugs and 
uglies concentrate: They organize them- 
selves, and once they're organized they're 
much easier to control. The catch is that 
you can't control them with an honest 
police force. An honest police department 
is dedicated to the proposition that no 
crime can be countenanced, but a vice 
district operates on the premise that in 
return for illegal payments to the police, 
crime will be licensed and regulated. 


That's how the Tenderlpins of the past 


were conducted and the system appears 
to have worked reasonably well. Crime 
was contained, the organized criminal 
network delivered the perpetrators oi 
especially outrageous crimes over to the 
law, and the victims were pretty much 
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people who knew the risks of going into 
the district and asked for what they got. 


Since no community can acknowledge 


to' itself it is running a crooked police 
department, in the old days there would 
be periodic scandals. Then there would be 
"the shakeup," in which cops would b$ 
transferred, punished and • occasionally 
put in jail. 


We moderns are less able to play winky 


at that sort of corruption, no matter how 
socially useful it may be. We insist that 
all corruption be in absolute secret, that 
we be given no hint that it's taking place 
and that there be no leniency in enforce- 
ment. That makes the growth and de- 
velopment of a demimonde impossible 
and with it goes the hope of effective, 
extra-legal controls. 
| 


Ultimately the problem will be deal| 


with by making sex a government or 
socialized business. Many states do that 
with liquor and now with gambling. 
States that wouldn't dream of taking over 
their privately run electric companies will 
not allow private enterprise in the liquor 
business. The theory seems to be if there's 
going to be sinning, the government 
should run it and spend the proceeds on 
the schools. Will people patronize munic- 
ipally operated bordellos or will they shun 
them the way they shun government 
gambling? Even in this age when we look 
to the government for everything, we 
know instinctively the one thing it can't 
provide is fun.

Everybody Got Paid 


My old man was always in hock. It was 


a way of life. He invented the time- 
payment plan. Until I was 21, I didn't 
know that people laid out cash for any- 
thing except bus fares, crap games and 
church services.

Mr. Goldman owned the grocery store. 


He wrote every item in a little book. He 
wet the pencil with his lips.

Mr. Apple was the butcher. He dealt 


solely in cash, but he set up deferred 
payments for Big John because he was a 
lieutenant of police.

a week to my mother for pin money. 
There was a bank in Jersey City where he 
was known only in the loan department. 
In June each year he borrowed $300 for 
our annual vacation. 


Waterwitch, was hardly a cruise from 


where we lived, but we lovedjt. We kids 
were barefoot for two weeks. The way he 


ran the operation, we were lucky to have 
shoes the rest of the year. 


He retired from the police department 


in 1913 and lived until 1969. He hit the 
pension system harder than anybody ex- 
cept grandpa, who retired in 1913 and 
lived until 1955. 


Big John worked hard and had good 


careers. He was white-haired, bustling 
and hustling for a buck. He dealt only in 
cash, and it unnerved him a little. On 
payday he put a rubber band around the 
roll and tossed it into a bureau drawer. 
The good old days were dead. 


When he was 81, he came to live with 


Kelly and me because he was alone. We 
refused to take a quarter from him and- 
that took his independence away. He 
made it up by taking us to lavish dinners. 


Big John had an ulcer. He shook a few 


waiters by ordering Corn Flakes and a 
double hooker of rye. 


The accumulation of cash worried him. 


He was 85 when he beckoned me into his 
bedroom. No matter what the situation, 
Dad was seldom embarrassed. He was 
flinching a little as he tottered around the 
room in his slippers. 


"Listen," he said: "I have a little money 


in that drawer." He pointed. "When I go, 
I want you to divide it between you and 
John and Adele. Okay?" 


I nodded. "Now this is the important 


part. See that green tin box? I have $400 
there. Do me a favor. When I go, buy a 
dinner for any old friends who come to 
pay _their last respects. What I'm trying 
to say is, let me go out as a sport."

The papers also reveal that Letelier a 


office had been in close contact, perhaps 
innocently, with a top Cuban intelligence 
agent named Julian Torres Rizo. 


The 
respected 
Letelier, a 
former 


Chilean foreign minister, was blown to 
oblivion on September 21 as he was 
driving down Washington's tranquil, tree- 
shaded Embassy Row. Accompanying 
him in his blue Chevrolet were two 
passengers, Mike Moffit and his wife, 
Ronni. The bomb blast also killed Ronni, 
but Mike miraculously survived. 


He telephoned us afterward in anguish 


and pleaded with us to investigate the 
assassination. Our preliminary findings 
indicated that Chile's dread secret police, 
known as DINA, probably had been be- 
hind the bombing. Now our investigation 
has turned up some unexpected develop- 
ments. 


The blast that killed Letelier, we have 


learned, revealed that he had been lead- 
ing a strange double life. The evidence 
was locked in a Samsonite attache case, 
which investigators salvaged from the 
wreckage. 


The briefcase was returned to the 


murdered man's family. But first, in- 
telligence agents copied the contents for 
possible clues that might lead to the 
assassins. • 


They found some unexpected clues that 


were even more fascinating. The briefcase 
contained 
papers so sensitive that 


Letelier probably carried them to prevent 
their theft by CIA housebreakers. We 
have now seen some of these hush-hush 
papers. 


They show that Letelier received $1,000 


a month through a "Havana connection." 
His contact was none other than Beatrice 
"Tati" Allende, daughter of Salvador 
Allende, the Chilean president who was 
slain in 1973 by a military junta. Tati now 
lives in Havana with her husband, who is 
a Cuban official. 


In a May 8, 1975, letter to Letelier, she 


notified him that he will receive $5,000 as 
an advance payment "para apoyer tu 
trabajo" — "to support your work." This 
was to be followed by the monthly $1,000 
payments. The money would come, she 
said, from the Chilean Socialist party in 
exile. The disbursement had been ap- 
proved, she explained, by the party's 
leader, Carlos Altamierano, who is re- 
ported to be living in exile in East Berlin. 


The Chilean Socialist Party has offices 


in East Berlin, Havana and Rome. In- 
telligence sources contend that money 
couldn't 
have been transmitted 
to 


Letelier without the Cuban government's 
approval. 


Another letter in Letelier's briefcase 


was written on Sept. 14, 1976, by one of 
his young colleagues. It tells of a meeting 
in Havana with Emilio Brito, a Com- 
munist Central Committee functionary. 
According to our intelligence sources, 
Brito is affiliated with the Cuban plan- 
ning group that directs the subversion of 
Puerto Rico and the United States. 


The letter thanks Brito for some schol- 


arly material "received from the hands of 
Julian Rizo." The writer promises to send 
other academic information to Brito 
thrrough "la 
Mision," meaning the 


Cuban mission at the United Nations. 


Officially, Rizo was listed as the first 


secretary of the Cuban mission. But as 
early as March 1, 1976, we identified him 
as a spy in diplomatic disguise. "His 
mission at the United Nations," we 
wrote, "is to develop contacts with radi- 
cals in this country." 


We have omitted the name of Letelier's 


young colleague, because he has received 
an assassination threat. But we ques- 
tioned him for an hour. The young man 
contended persuasively that he was total- 
ly unaware of the intelligence roles of 
Brito and Rizo. 


Letelier, at the time of his death, was 


affiliated with the Institute for Policy 
Studies. The Institute's director, Marcus 
Raskin, said he had no knowledge of 
Letelier's secret payments. "What he did 
for his Chilean concerns was totally out- 
side his Institute work," Raskin told us. 
"As a fellow at the Institute he was a total 
success who performed with brilliance 
and skill." 


Letelier's widow, Isabel, told us she was 


aware of payments, but speculated that 
they must have come from the exiled 
political party, not from the Cuban gov- 
ernment. 


We reached Tati Allende in Havana by 


telephone, but she declined to reveal the 
source of the. payments. Her letter to 
Letelier, she said, was "personal," and 
she couldn't understand why it would be 
made public "unless it was to hurt" 
Letelier's cause. 


Despite our efforts to persuade her to 


clear up the mystery, she finally said: "I 
can't comment." 


Footnote: Letelier had planned to visit 


Cuba on September 21. In the attache 
case was also a letter he had written to 
his old friend, Cuban Foreign Minister 
Raul Roa, introducing a Dutch sympa- 
thizer. 


CANCER THREAT: The Environ-

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 


— Syrian troops of the Arab 
peacekeeping force today oc- 
cupied the offices of seven 
Lebanese newspapers, leaving 
only rightist and pro-Syrian 
.news organizations untouched. 


Correspondents of United 


Press International and News- 
week magazine, whose offices 
were also closed Sunday night, 
were allowed to return to work. 


The troops took over the 


independent daily An Nahar, 
the French-language 1'Orient- 
le Jour and the Communist 
Party daily Ah Nida. 


Foreign journalists were told 


they could enter their offices in 


the press cooperative building 
housing An Nahar and 
I'Orientle Jour "as long as you 
have nothing to'do with An 
Nahar." 


An Nahar is Lebanon's larg- 


est newspaper and, along with 
Egypt's Al Ahram, is among 
the leading, newspapers of the 
Arab world. 


There was some confusion at 


the door when the foreign jour- 
nalists attempted to enter the 
press cooperative building. 


After a telephone call to his 


superiors, the Syrian lieuten- 
ant in charge of the building 
allowed the UPI and News- 


Sought for Gun Control Fif>ht 
Libbers Recruited 
For NRA Fire Line 


WASHINGTON(UPI) — 


The chain reaction from 
women's lib is penetrating, of 
all places, the National Rifle 
Association. 


For the first time in its 


lOlyear history, the NRA has 
begun actively recruiting 
female members for its battle 
against gun control. 


Martel Lovelace, who is 


directing the new "Women in 
NRA," or "WINRA," drive, 
said she's uncertain how the 
organization will change if 
females become a significant 
part of its membership. 


"Basically, I think most 


women are on the fence" about 
the gun possession issue, she 
said in an interview. 


"They couldn't care one way 


or the other," she said. The 
NRA hopes to draw only a few 
of its female members from 
among the ranks of those who 
actually shoot or hunt. 


"Women do seem to have an 


intrinsic fear of firearms," Ms. 
Lovelace conceded. But "if 
you touch (a gun), and fire it, 
you realize it can be turned 
into a recreational tool like a 
golf club or a tennis racket. 
You can kill someone with a 
golf club, you know." 


She said one thing is clear: 


the composition of the NRA's 
75-member Board of Directors, 
which now includes two wom- 
en, is likely to change. 


And she said an increase in 


women members might actual- 
ly make the association more 
militant in its fight for "the 
right to keep and bear arms." 


"Some women are much 


more rabid in their views and 
expressing them," she said. 
"When a woman firmly be- 
lieves in something, she goes 
out and fights for it." 


The WINRA program, 


launched in November, seeks 
to attract women interested in 
self-protection and many areas 
of outdoor activity such as 
game cooking, backpacking, 
nature crafts, as well as shoot- 
ing, she said. 


Southern Californian Karen 


Green, for instance, 
writes 


cookbooks on wild game and 
fish recipes and joined the 
WINRA program to broaden 
her knowledge of the outdoors. 


Currently about half the rifle 


shooting target competitors 
are female, said Steve Hines, 
an NRA spokesman. He said 
fewer women compete with 
small arms. 


"Women are much better 


built for rifle shooting than 
men because they have the 
width in the hips and the 
strength up here," Ms. Love- 
lace explained, pointing to her 
upper torso. 


She noted M a r g a r e t 


Murdock of Topeka, Kan., was 
the first woman to win a place 
on the U.S. Olympic shooting 
team and won a silver medal in 
the last Olympics. 


Ms. Lovelace said the re- 


sponse to the new campaign 
has been good so far. Of 
thousands of letters and ap- 
plicatidns received, she has 
received just four "nasty" let- 
ters about it — all from men.

Front for the Liberation of the 
South, which later became 
known us the Viet Cong. 


The North Vietnamese have 


since taken credit for the April 
30, 1975, victory, with little 
public acknowledgement given 
to the work of the South Viet- 
namese guerrillas. 


The new lineup augurs few 


changes in Vietnamese Com- 
munist 
policy, 
which 
has 


originated in Hanoi since 1930. 


Party leadership is still in 


the hands of the professionals, 
in spite of numerous declara- 
tions during the congress that 
"the real leadership must be 
delivered into the hands of the 
workers."

organizations and ordered eve- 
ryone out. 


At the same time, Syrian 


forces took over the Com- 
munist party daily An Nidal, 
leaving only rightist and pro- 


Syrian newspapers untouched. 


Lebanese newspaper editors 


said An Nidal had been print- 
ing pirate editions of two of the 
occupied 
leftist 
newspapers 


and believed that the move to 
take it over fitted the pattern 
of silencing the leftwing press. 


The move into An Nahar 


and L'Orient-Le Jour was the 
first one against middle-of- 
the-road newspapers. 


At a news conference Satur- 


day, An Nahar Editor-in-Chief 
Michel Abu Jawdeh protested 
the occupations of other news- 
papers and urged President 


Elias Sarkis to order the troops 
to leave. 


Lebanese editors have been 


expecting some form of mili- 
tary 
censorship as 
Sarkis 


moved to reestablish security 
throughout the country that 
suffered more than a year and 
a half of civil war. 


An Nahar is owned and pub- 


lished by Ghassan Tueni, a 
former industry and oil min- 
ister, now in the United States 
as special envoy of Sarkis to 
seek f i n a n c i a l aid for 
Lebanon's reconstruction ef- 
fort.

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Threatened But Unafraid 


Joe Kennedy HI, One of Country's Most Eligible Bachelors 


By MARIAN CHRISTY 


Joseph Kennedy III, one of the country's most eligible 


budielors, slipped quietly into a Cambridge, Mass, 
barbershop recently to have his hair trimmed. "I was 
reading Playboy so intently that 1 didn't notice what was 
going on until it was too late," says Kennedy, 24, newly 
shorn of the busy mane that used to be his headline. 


Kennedy, nephew of the late President John F. Kennedy, 


the late Sen. Robert Kennedy's eldest son among 11 
children, likes to take risks. He has fought bulls in Spain, 
chased antelope in Africa, shot the Utah rapids and skied 
Sugarbush, Vt. slopes with u broken leg. 


Apparently Joseph Kennedy has a penchant for what he 


loosely labels "adventure." He says mastering a potentially

dangerous situation hones the survival instinct and makes 
a strong man stronger. 


"Every once in uwhile I like getting a thrill," he suys in 


an exclusive interview. " ... It's something my father had 
in his personality, too. You push as close as possihle to the 
line of Ultimate Danger without going over. You start: the 
liabilities in the face. In a split second, you could succumb 
to the situation. The thrill occurs when you know you're 
in control." 


He frequently "fills in" at political functions for his uncle 


Sen. Edward "Ted" Kennedy, but claims he hasn't decided 
whether he, too, will run for public office, "i don't want to 
be locked into anything," says Kennedy .who this year got 
a bachelor's degree in legal services from the University of 
Massachusetts. "I plan to take some time off to think about 
what I'd really like to do with my life." 


Kennedy, who's a legend in his own time, attended the 


University of California in 1972 and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1973. He is instantly recognizable 
and the subject of immense adulation. However, he admits 
that his. life has been threatened. "It's no big secret that 
all of the Kennedys have been threatened. I am not fearful," 
he claims. 


To be a Kennedy is to have a bittersweet lifestyle, "it's 


nice to have been born into a family that is relatively well 
off financially. I've been given opportunities most people 
don't have. But there's a minus to the plusaes. You get 
caught a lot quicker 
" He blushes noticeably. "I try to 


realize that my actions always carry greater implications 
than 1 fully realize." 


At 20 he had a jeep accident on Nunlucket Island. Muss. 


An 18-year-old woman passenger, Pamela Kellcy, suffered 
a fractured spine. Kennedy, charged with negligent driving, 
was found guilty and fined" $100. "That was a terribly tragic 
event in my life," he says. "But it is even more tragic for 
the other people involved. I'm very, very sorry about that. 
But when this kind of situation happens, you've got to pick 
yourself up. You've got to make something of your life.' 


At 19 he was arrested in Boston for failing to pay a 30 ' 


cents turnpike toll. That foiled prank is something he'd 
rather forget. This experience was, he says, part of his 
"growing up" process. 


Kennedy wears Ivy League suits and all-wrong pointed- 


toe shoes that need a shine. He ha? the Kennedy charisma. 
He flirts with his eyes. He smiles often and laughs readily. 
He gesticulates to punctuate a point. Women use a string 
of adjectives to describe him — glamorous, handsome, 
rugged, a daredevil. He, in turn, says there is only one major 
requisite he requires of a woman: 


"Something has to click between us," he says. "It's all 


a matter of chemistry. Sigmund Freud might be able to 
dissect the specifics of a man-woman rela tionship. All I 
know is that if it happens, it happens. If it doesn't, it 
doesn't. It's as simple as that." 
' The children of Robert Kennedy range in age from 25 to 
7. In order of appearance: Kathleen, Joseph, Robert, David, 
Mary Courtney, Michael, Kerry, Christopher, Matthew, 
Douglas and Rory. He says being part of a big family is a 
see-sow existence of liabilities and assets. 


"You lose the one-to-one relationship because there are 


10 others to worry about. On the other hand, it's absolute 
reality that there are 10 people upon whom you can 
depend." 


Ethel Kennedy, a vibrant woman who likes fast cars and 


whose friends include Andy Williams and Art Buchwald, 
has not remarried. She prefers to remain Mrs. Robert F. 
Kennedy. "Home" is still the fabled 19-room Kennedy 
house, Hickory Hill, in McLean, Va. "My mother is very 
strung and very strong-willed. She has her own ideas about 
life and living. And she's very involved with all her 
children.". 


Sen. "Ted" Kennedy, father of three, ages 16 to 9, has 


been a substitute father to Robert Kennedy's family. "My 
uncle stuck with us through the toughest period of our lives.' 
The agreement is that any of us can call him day or night 
for any reason. He .always comes through. The family 
structure is the strongest element of my life. It's very 
strengthening to know there are people around you can 
trust. 1 don't treat this entity lightly." 


About his father who was assassinated on June 5, 1968, 


when Joseph was 16: 


"I can go through a litany of how great he was and how 


good he was to rne. But it's all so private." 


He opposes having the CIA investigate further into the 


assassinations of the two Kennedys and Martin-Luther 
King. "Delving more into the details of these murders isn't 
going to change anything ... people close to the probe ... 
have assured me that there isn't any question about what 
happened. The only point of debate concerns the motiva- 
tion of the people invol ved. None of this will bring back 
the dead. And it would make a lot of people more 
miserable." 


Kennedy says he is "close, very close" to Caroline, 19, 


daughter of President Kennedy. "I'm not that close to 
Jackie,'' be admits. "I sec her children more than I see her. 
After all, they're my cousins." 


Recently he moved from a Cambridge apartment to a 


Boston apartment. "1 have no rug ... very little furniture. 
It's just a place to sleep. I don't care about an elegant 
environment."

A Couple Things Right

IRVING, Tex. (UPI) - The Minne- 


sotu Vikings may be excused if they allow 
their thoughts to drift past next week's 
NFC title game in the direction of the 
West Coast and a record fourth Super 
Bowl appearance. 


The Los Angeles Rams, who turned out 


to be the winners Sunday with scrambl- 
ing rookie quarterback Pat Haden, did 
not display any characteristics which 
would cause the Vikings to shudder. 


And even if the Dallas Cowboys had 


pulled out a firstround playoff win, which 
they almost did, Minnesota would have 
had a hard time taking them seriously. 


Someone had to win Sunday's divisonal 


playoff event, however, and it turned out 
to be the Rams, who-,dispensed three 
interceptions, had two punts blocked, 
allowed a kickolf return that would have 
gone for a touchdown if the runner had 
not tripped over his own feet and picked 
up 94 yards in penalties. 


Dallas, meanwhile, surrendered three 


interceptions of its own, lost a fumble at 
an inopportune time, ran into place 
kicker Tom Dempsey to set up Los Angel- 
es' go-ahead touchdown and generally 
sputtered on offense just as it had for the 
entire second half of the season. 


Neither team averaged more than three 


yards a rush. 


But the Rams made the right decision 


when they faced a crucial option early in 
the fourth quarter. And they came out on 
top in the two key plays of the game — 
a one-yard touchdown run by Lawrence 
McCutcheon that Dallas claimed should 
not have been allowed and a fourth-down

Bradshaw Was Confident, 
Steelers Were Awesome 


BALTIMORE (DPI) - Terry Brad- 


shaw isn't sure what kind of offensive 
lineup the Pittsburgh Steelers will field in 
the AFC Championship game at Oak- 
land, but he's sure of one thing—it will 
include a confident quarterback 


"This did a world of good for my 


confidence," said Bradshaw, who showed 
he was completely recovered from neck 
and wrist injuries by completing 14 of 18 
passes for 264 yards and three touch- 
downs Sunday as the Steelers, shooting 
for their third straight Super Bowl, 
whipped the Baltimore Colts, 40-14, in a 
first round playoff game. 


"I don't want it to sound like I'm on an 


ego trip. I really can't say a lot. I was hurt 
most of the year and I didn't do it in 10 
weeks." 


The win, the Steelers' 10th straight, 


was also satisfying to Bradshaw because 
it defrocked those who said it could be the 
Colts' year in the AFC. 


"We were ready. They said they were 


ready, that they were at their peak They 
said this and they said that," he said. 
"We said very little and did a lot. I don't 
know what we'll take to Oakland, but I 
wish I could take 40 points." 


The Steelers ran up 526 total yards 


despite losing two running backs to in- 
juries—Rocky Bleier (toe) in the first 
quarter and Franco Harris (bruised ribs) 
in the third. A club spokesman said their 
status for the Oakland game—along with 


that of kicker Roy Gerela, bothered by a 
sore groin muscle—will be determined 
later in the week 


Bradshaw's aerial show and the work of 


the "Steel Curtain" defense ran up a 26- 
7 halftime lead and later sent most of the 
Memorial Stadium crowd of 60,020 to the 
exits early. It was fortunate luck for those 
in the upper deck of the South end of the 
stadium, where a light plane crashed 
about 10 minutes after the game, injuring 
the pilot and two police officers. 


Two of Bradshaw's touchdown passes— 


of 29 and 11 yards—went to wide receiver 
Lynn Swann. The other, a 76yarder to 
Frank Lewis on the fourth play of the 
game, gave the Steelers a lead they never 
lost. 


They also scored on runs of one and 10 


yards by Reggie Harrison and field goals 
of 45 and 25 yards by Gerela, who kicked 
three ol four extra points before yielding 
to reserve lineman Ray Mansfield, who 
booted the final conversion. 


The Steelers, scoring their largest 


number of points ever in post-season 
competition, converted on nine of 10 third 
and fourth down situations. They lost one 
fumble and punted once. 


"I thought our offensive line did a 


helluva job on pass protection," said 
Steelers' Coach Chuck Noll. "We may 
have lulled them a 1 ittle bit, too. They've 
never seen us do anything but run the 
football. 


"We really haven't tapped our re- 


sources all year. I was very happy with the 
way Terry and our receivers performed. 
Defensively, we played well again. Any- 
time you hold the No. 1 offensive team 
like that, you've performed well." 


The Colts managed just 170 total yards, 


with quarterback Bert Jones hitting 11 of 
25 passes for 144 yards. He was in- 
tercepted twice and sacked five times. 


"The defensive backs should get the 


credit for those sacks," said linebacker 
Andy Russell. "There was no place for 
Jones to go. Our offense turned it around 
and ran the ball down their throats. You 
just can't play catchup football against 
us." 


Jones pulled the Colts within 9-7 late 


in the first period on a lu-yard touchdown 
pass to Roger Carr, but Harrison's first 
TD run and Bradshaw's first scoring pass 
to Swann broke the game open. 


"We need more ability and a few more 


top players on our club to become a Super 
Bowl team," said Colts' Coach Ted 
Marchibroda, whose squad finished 11-4. 
"You saw one out there today in every- 
thing they did—passing, running, their 
defense, their specialty teams." 


Running back Lydell Mitchell, limited 


to 55 yards in 16 carries, agreed. "We're 
a couple of players away from doing the 
whole thing," he said. "You can't give up 
40 points and win a game."

the concrete seats. 


One woman fan-saw the craft coming 


and shouted: "My God, let's get out of 
here. That plane is gonna hit us " 


Another witness, Dale Coleman of Bal- 


timore, said: "The pilot made one pass 
around the stadium, came back the 
length of the field and came within 100 
feet of landing on the field. When he 
pulled up quickly, his engine stalled and 
he crashed into the upper deck on the 
South side behind the goal posts." 


Baltimore Colts' officials said the plane 


had been flying close to the stadium 
several days before the game, and that 
the Federal Aviation Administration was 
notified. An FAA spokesman said the 
single engine Cherokee was radioed dur- 
ing the game, but did not answer. 


Police said the plane would stay at the 


stadium until the FAA completes its 
investigation.

4 upset over the Mexican star. Then, Stan Smith and Bob Lutz 
easily defeated Ramirez and Emilio Montano in doubles, 6- 
2 6-3 6-4 Those two matches, plus a 6-4, 6-4, 6-4 victory by 
Ashe over Chavez, gave the Americans the three points 
necessary to win the Davis Cup tie, even before the final day 
of the contest.

third Super Bowl, that at times you felt like hiding your 
eyes. 


As a grisly climax to the affair, a private plane buzzing 


Memorial Stadium crashed into the upper deck moments 
after the Colts themselves were demolished Fortunately, 
nobody was killed although the pilot and two special 
policemen were injured and the tail of the wreckage 
protruded from in between the seats of the stands pointing 
toward the darkened sky like some grotesque reminder of 
what had taken place on the field below 


Players on both teams already were in their dressint 


rooms when the plane hit. 


The Colts were finished after the first minute and 28 


seconds, which was all the time it took Terry Bradshaw to 
put the Steelers m front for good with the first of his three 
touchdown passes, a 76 yard bell ringer to wide receiver 
Frank Lewis 


Out with different injuries twice this jear, Bradshaw 


was starting only for the fourth time in Pittsburgh's last 
10 games, and he was nothing less than superb in what 
might have easily been his finest performance during his 
seven years as a pro 


Most of the fans came to see Baltimore's Bert Jones, the 


top quarterback now in all professional football, but 
Bradshaw blotted him out almost completely with 14 
completions in 18 tries for 264 yards Lynn Swann caught 
Bradshaw s other two touchdown passes 


Not only did Bradshaw outthrow Jones, but he called 


an excellent game and handled the Pittsburgh offense 
masterfully despite the loss of his two best running 
backs, Rocky Bleier with an injured toe on the second 
play of the game and Franco Harris early in the third 
quarter with bruised ribs after the Steelers' workhorse 
had netted 132 yards in 18 carries.

clothes. "Perhaps I am over- 
confident." 


In the finals, Jokober beat 


Odermatt by .342 seconds in

Ford Turns Snowmaker 


Ten-year Goal is 25% 


Nukes Supply 10% Of Power 


WASHINGTON(UPI). — 


Exactly 25 years ago the engi- 
neers at an Idaho desert re- 
search station watched four 
household light bulbs flicker to 
life in a miracle of science — 
man's first generation of elec- 
tricity with atomic energy. 


"At that time we didn't real- 


ly attach a lot of significance 
to it," recalls Dr. Leonard 
Koch, who was in the 16-man 
team at the Idaho atomic reac- 
tor on Dec. 20, 1951, and now 
manages nuclear projects for 
Illinois Power Co. 


History has proved other- 


wise. 


Sixty-four operating reactors 


now supply about 10 per cent 
of America's electricity — a 
record amount, enough to light 
230 million 100-watt bulbs. 
Another 
164 reactors 
are 


planned or under construction, 
and atomic power is targeted 
to supply 25 per cent of all 
U.S. electricity within a dec 
ade. 


The 1951 reactor, first in the 


world built to "breed" more 
fuel than it burned, stands as 
forerunner to the government's 
top priority energy project of 
1976 — a new breeder at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., that may be the 
prototype 
of fuel-stretching 


power plants for the end of this 
century and beyond. 
OdBfticlear power generation 
•and its waste products — 
feared by many as a threat to 
mankind's future, hailed by 


. others as the answer to world 


energy problems — spark con- 
troversy around the globe. 


Koch now has another view 


of what he witnessed at the 
bleak desert research station a 
quarter-century ago. 


"It may turn out to be one of 


the important events of the 
20th Century," he says. 


The goal of the 1951 experi- 


ment at the Argonne National 
Laboratory near Idaho Falls, 
Idaho, was to .test a reactor 
cooled by molten sodium- 
potassium metal alloy and 
producing more fuel than it 
burned. 


"The project showed you 


could use a liquid metal 
coolant ... (and generate) as 
much fuel or more fuel in the 
reactor than you burn," said 
Dr. Walter Zinn, who headed 
the project. 


"You have to remember that 


at 
the 
time' we thought 


uranium was really much 
scarcer than it turned out to 
be." 
' 


But some time after the 


project was started in 1949, 
Zinn realized the 
reactor 


would create vast amounts of 
heat and decided to put some 
of it to use. 


Equipment was designed to 


let the reactor coolant produce 
steam. A used turbine-gener- 
ator was acquired to turn the 
steam into electricity. Four 
llOvolt electric light bulbs 
were strung together like 
Christmas tree lights to utilize 
the generator's 440-volt out- 
put. 


On Dec. 20, the 16 engineers 


watched as steam from the 


reactor was diverted to the 
turbine. The lights flickered, 
Blowed' then burned bn8h.tly 
as the turbme came UP to ful1 
P°wer- 
, . 
Next dfly engineers isolated 


the building housing the reac- 
tor from all outside electric 
sources, letting the reactor's 
steam generate all needed 
power. 


One of the engineers, Reid 


Cameron, scribbled a message 
marking the occasion m chalk 


on a concrete shielding wall 
inside the building. All 16 men 
signed under the message. 
Their signatures remain today. 


The Idaho reactor — Ex- 


perimental Breeder Reactor I 
— went on to successfully 
"breed" more fuel than it 
burned and, in 1963, to be- 
come the first reactor ever to 
operate on a core composed 
entirely of plutonium. 


Today, shut down, it is a 


national historic landmark.

Indians and myself they'll be 
some snow very soon," Ford 
told some 2,000 cheering vil- 
lagers on arriving for his two- 
week vacation late Sunday. 


En route to Vail, Air Force 


One stopped in Michigan 
where the University of Michi- 
gan at Ann Arbor, the 
President's alma mater, 
awarded first lady Betty Ford 
an honorary doctor of laws 
degree. 


Mrs. Ford told the university 


commencement audience she 
and her husband are looking 
forward to the years after leav- 
ing the White House Jan. 20. 
"The best is yet to be," she 
smiled. 


The President, given his 


honorary doctorate by the uni- 
versity two years earlier, rose 
from his platform chair and 
hugged and kissed his wife. 


Later, before boarding his 


plane for Colorado, the Presi- 
dent threw an arm around his 
wife and joked, "I've got to 
show her some deference now; 
she's Dr. Ford." 


The President's tongue and 


foot both slipped on arrival in 
the mountain town for his an- 
nual Christmas skiing holiday. 


First, addressing the crowd 


after lighting the Vail Christ- 
mas tree, the President said, 
"Betty, like Jack, Susan and 
Steven and my daughter-in- 
law, Vail, are delighted to be 
here..." Ford joined in the 
c r o w d ' s l a u g h t e r ; his 
daughterin-law, his son 
Michael's 
wife, 
is named 


Gayle, not Vail. 


Moments later, answering 


the pleas of townspeople, the 
President began shaking their 
hands. Sprinting up an ice- 
covered, outdoor flight of steps 
to reach more hands, Ford's 
left foot slipped. But he re- 
gained his balance without 
falling. 


Ford's mood seemed as if he 


had won, not lost, the Novem- 
ber election. The Vail citixtnry 
certainly treated him like a 
winner. 


He cheered up the valley 


residents, whose income de- 
pends on having snow to at- 
tract skiers. Laughing off the 
lack of snow, Ford said, "well, 
we can walk the dog." 


The President told the crowd 


that a week ago in the White 
House an aide, noting Veil's 
lack of snow, suggested the 
President go instead to a 
warmer resort and play golf. 
The crowd booed. 


"That's what I said," Ford 


said, to more cheers. 


Ford's family also was of 


good cheer. Son Jack, hearing 
his father jokingly promise to 
bring snow, grinned and said, 
"more campaign promises!"

played between Sweden and 
the United States in the 1953 
world championship, the open 
ing lead was the same at both 
tables. Both declarers 
took 


the ace of clubs and then 
cleared the ace of spades out 
of the way. 


The Swedish declarer, fear- 


ing club ruffs, then led the 
queen of trumps. East won 
and led a diamond to give his 
partner two diamond tricks. 
South eventually had to lose 
a club and was down one. 


LITTLE CHANCE 


At the other table, the 


American declarer, the late 
John R. Crawford, decided 
that he had little chance of 
making the contract if the 


clubs were sour Hence, after 
taking the ace of spades he led 
a club to dummy's king. 


Since nothing evil happened 


on this trick, Crawford was 
able to cash the king of spades 
to discard a diamond before 
leading a trump. The de- 
fenders, could lake one trump, 
one diamond and one club, but 
they could not defeat the con- 
tract. 


The key to the winning line 


of play was the realization 
that 
leading clubs before 


drawing trumps gave the de 
fenders virtually no additional 
chance to defeat the contract 
The real danger was in dia- 
monds rather than in clubs.

compromise its honor even if 


its parliamentary situation 
would become more dif- 
ficult," Rabin said.

cision could be an attempt to 
thwart Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres from seeking 
the post of prime minister 


Asked if he thought the

60 per cent or more. 


The amount of coffee avail- 


able for export from producing 
nations in the current season is 
now estimated at 44.7 million 
bags, nearly 20 per cent below 
a year earlier a.id about 10 
million bags below estimated 
demand, experts said. 


As the shortage made itself 


felt, prices rose. At the retail 
level, although consumers 
have already seen prices go 
from SI 21 a pound for canned 
roasted coffee in mid-1975 to 
S2.12 last October, the 
analysts warned that more ib 
coming. 


"The lull impact of the pres- 


ent level of prices for green 
roffee has not jet registered on 
the retail shelves ' thej said.
